Governor Approve^lvieaiure Ap­ 
propriating Fund to Pay For 
Cattle Infested 
With 
Contagious Dis- 
# 
eases. 


Approximately $2,349,000 was au­ 
th o r e d thy the 1925 Legislature and 
approved by Governor 
Pinchot 
for 
paying indemnities 
resulting 
from 
looses suffered thy fanrneirs who own 
cattle infected with serious contagious 
diseases, especially tuberculosis. The 
amount provided by the 1023 Legis­ 
lature was $535,000/ making a total 
.for the past two sessions of $2,884,000. 
In 1921, $192,965 was provided; in 
1019, $184,731; and in 1917, $120,000, 
or a total for these three sessions of 
$497,696. 
The great increase in appropriations 
for indemnities makes possible the 
continuation of tuberculosis eradica­ 
tion on a large scale. 
During the 
part two years the area plan of test­ 
ing has been generally adopted which 
means that all the herds in a town­ 
ship are tested at one time. 
This 
plan permits the eradication work to 
proceed much more rapidly than the 
plan whereby only individual herds 
are tested here and there. 
Once the 
large areas are cleaned up, it is ex­ 
pected that the state will be relieved 
of indemnity payment and yet con­ 
tinue to benefit from the clean herds. 
Want Tuberculin Test 
The interest in eradicating bovine 
tuberculosis from Pennsylvania herds 
is tile greatest in the history of the 
state, according to F. P. W illits, sec­ 
retary of agriculture. 
On May 15, 
90 per cent or m ore of the herd own­ 
ers in 245 townships in 35 counties 
hat! signed agreements 
and 
were 
awaiting for a tuberculin test under 
the modified area plan. 
During the 
six weeks from April I to May 15, 
herd owners in 54 townships in 23 
counties signed un to the extent of OO 
per cent for the test. 
In addition to the 245 townships

filed application for a test under the 
j individual accredited herd plan.

Keystone dairymen will have an op­ 
portunity to win honors in judging 
dairy cattle at the 
N ational 
Dairy i 
Exposition at 
Indianapolis, 
Indiana, 
October IO to IT, according to E. B. j 
Fitts, dairy extension specialist of the 
Pennsylvania S tate College. 
Teams will consist of three persona, 
to be nominated by state, district, or 
county breed or 
dairy 
associations, 
farm bureau, grange, farm ers’ club, 
cow’ testing 
association, 
or county 
agent. 
A team may have one alter-! 
nate, says Fitts. The qualification for 
team members are the same as for in­ 
dividual judges in tho farm ers’ dairy 
cattle judging contest. 
A 
man or 
woman who has never acted as judge 
at any fair or show or served as a col- j 
loge inM ructor, agricultural agent, 
agricultural teacher, or represented a j 
college at an interstate or national 
contest is eligible to compete. 
Each contestant may l>e required to 
judge three classes of anim als of the 
same breed, cows, heifers, and bulls. 
A class will consist of four cows, four 
heifers, or four bulls of sim ilar age 
and breed.
